"Adhesives and Coatings that Exceed our Customers' Expectations," Product Brochures and 
Product Sheets) was made of record by the Examiner during the prosecution of U.S. Pat. No. 
6,528,127 to Edlein et al on August 7, 2000 with a statement that it was published before the 
filing date of Edlein, which was March 8, 1999. Reference BO is a Document entitled 
"Huntsman Packaging", showing a structure that may have been proposed at least as early as 
October 1, 1996. For the purpose of having references BD and BO considered in the instant 
application, it is admitted that the references were created at least one year prior to the filing date 
of the instant application. 

The following comments concern various references identified above or concern 
references that have already been made of record in the present application. 

U.S. Pat. No. 6,528,127 to Edlein et al describes a printed thermoplastic film 
with a radiation-cured overprint coating. At columns 4-7, the patent describes various materials 
that can be used as layers in the film. The patent describes, in column 13, radiation curable 
coatings that include "EBERCRYL™ 350 acrylate-functionalized silicone (UCB)" for packaging 
film. {See, lines 40-49.) This material is believed to be a non-migratory slip agent. 
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U.S. Pat. No. 5,945,183 to Johnson was relied upon by an Examiner in abandoned 



U.S. Pat. App. No. 09/742,166 (cited on a previous Form 1449 as U.S. Pat. App. Pub. 
2002/0100194) as a basis for rejection of the claims in that application. 



Examiner in commonly assigned Pat. App. No. 09/920,084 (cited on a previous Form 1449 as 
U.S. Pat. App. Pub. 2003/0027009). The United Kingdom publication was a basis for rejection 
of the claims in the *084 application in conjunction with structures described in the background 
section of that application. 



No. 6,045,654 to Kjelgaard were relied upon by an Examiner in rejecting the 
claims in commonly assigned Pat. App. No. 09/826,236 (cited on a previous Form 1449 as U.S.
